They gate the names of John Adams, 


HARRISON'S CAMPAIGN 


Copy of Newark Paper Which Tells of 


the Ohio Whig Convention 


in 1836. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


A valuable relic is at this time being 


displayed by Mary E. Shook of 49 Hunt 
avenue, in the shape of a copy of the 
Newark Gazette of date of February 
29. 1836. 


Almost the entire issue is given, up 


to the support of William Henry Har- 
rison. Whig candidate foi president, 
and the report of the -Ohio Whig con- 
vention, held at Columbus about a 
week prior to the date of the issue. 
The gubernatorial candidate -was Gen- 
eral Joseph Vance. The entire list of 
representation, by counties, is given, 
and Franklin county had 204 delegates 
as against 8 to 20 for more distant 
counties. This excessive representa- 
tion for Franklin is evidently account- 
ed for from the fact that railroad facil- 
ities to the capital city were not as 
good as at the present time, and trav- 
eling was more expensive. 


The convention was held m the old 


theatre on West Main street, but later 
the sessions adjourned to the public 
square on account of the inadequacy 
of the building to accommodate 
the 


people. The senatorial elector chosen 
for Franklin county was Joseph Ridg- 
way. Sr. 


One of the delegates from Licking 


county and a vice president of the 
state organization was Daniel Griffith 
who afterwards served through the civ- 
il war and received an injury which 
resulted in the total loss of his mind. 
He is at present a patient at 'lie state 
hospital here.

have been replaced by violet in rarest 
combinations, by orchid supge«tions by 
sandal-wood and cedar. 
Egyptian pow- 
ders have been experimented with until I 
they have taken on a modern delicacy 
and the making of perfumery from flow- j 
era Is not now confin'd to creat queens, 
for many of the modern manufacturers I 
scorn to produce any hut the natural ' 


j odors. It Is the truth that lurks in the

i modern perfume like that which is the 


core of all real art that makes it perfect. 
Moderation, of course, marks the use 
of these- rare and expensive odors, the 
faint perfume which in our crowded cars 
and stages, our heated shops and streets 
filled with gaseous malarial odors, is na 
gfnuinely refreshing as the breath of a 
flower.

Thev are made in 
all 
forms and shapes and size-s for use in 
everythir.g worn by women. 
Gloves, 
hats, furs. laces, 'ip.gene, shoes are all 
placed in their srchet bags, and for tne 
gowns there are (Jelirnte little pads sewn 
in the skirt and hodicp. These pads are 
made with cotton batting, very thin, 
plentifully spread with sachet powder. 
The effect of the sachet is entirely <lif- 
ferent from that ot the old sprinkled 
extracts Toilet waters are more in fa- 
vor than the latter, and the face and 
hands are bathed in them in preference 
to alcohol They are added to the bath. 
and give it tonic properties as well as 
making it delightfully refreshing.
